Appeals today. This decision affecting

Justice Brewer 
of the Supreme Court delivered the 
opinion "of the court of appeals, Ur- 
cujt Judges Baker and Seaman assen- 
ting.

From Viliat sourcs the infection has 
arisen has not been deiinitely deter- 
mined. It may conie from ine moun- 
tain water supply, which is most gen- 
erally used, although an analysis of 
the ~«ater just recently made showed 
no signs of the disease. The Board 
ol Health was making an examina- 
tion of tho water shed on Saturday 
afternoon. 
Another possible means 


of communicating the disease is from 
the dug wells of town or from the 
springs. 


Still another, tlirou^h the milk sup- 


ply, 
and. finally, from one or more 


original cases, the disease may nave 
been spread by flies, raosquitoeb or 
oihor insects, or from those who have 
gone to see the patients.
